PANIC ALL OVER CAPITAL. 


: Renewal of Attempts on Railroad 
Fans Scare; Influx of Troops 
Makes Oity Like 
Armed Camp. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, April 20.—Rioting in which three 
men were wounded by bullets, two more 
abortive attempts to cripple railroad commu- 
nication, and a general exodus of scared Eng- 
lish and American visitors were today’s signe 
of the storm expected Tuesday. 

The one serious disturbance of the day fol- 
lowed a meeting of printers when a clash be- 
tween strikers and nonstrikers developed into 
a riot in which several revolver shots were 
fired. In the fight two strikers and a non- 
striker were wounded. The police easily 
quelled the disturbance, in which only a few 
score men were involved. 

The striking jewelers today renewed their 
demonstrations outside the establishments 
that are continuing to operate, by endeavor- 
ing to induce the men who remain at work 
to join the strike. 


Attack Railroad Again. 

The renewed attempts at outrages on the 
Western railroad took place in the early 
hours of the morning within a short dis- 
tance of the bomb explosion at the Argen- 
teuil bridge. 

Shortly after midnight a gang of suspicious 
looking men approached the Colombes via- 
duct. The sentry heard drilling and rat#led 
his rifle and the men rapidly retreated-cross 
country. Later drill holes were found but 
no explosives. 

About the same time the driver of a loco- 
motive discovered that the track had been 
blocked with large stones about a mile from 
Argenteuil, Slight damage was done his 


engine. 
Visitors Flee from City. 

Tonight the Parisians practically have 
Paris to themselves. Panic permeates the 
atmosphere, and only the most daring of the 
visitors who thronged the city last week 
remain in the hotels. 

All day special after special, crowded with 
fleeing English and Americans, has been 
leaving the city. For miles outside the trains 
ran between hedgerows of gleaming bayo- 
nets. Double guards of armed sentries patrol 
every bridge and culvert, and the road to 
Havre is fairly fenced off with troops. 

The crush of travelers at the railroad sta- 
tions this morning was unprecedented. All 
were imbued with the same desire—to get 
away from Paris before the storm burst. 
All the usual London trains were supple- 
mented by several extras, but even with these 
the facilities were overtaxed and every car 
was overcrowded. 

Trains arriving in the city carried few 
passengers except newspaper correspond- 


ents. 
Panic Seizes Parisians, Too. 

The panic that seized the visitors and drove 
them from the city has epread to the residents 
of all classes. There never was such a de- 
mand for food of all sorts as today. Stocks 
of canned goods in many places were ex- 
hausted. Most of the provision shops kept 
open all day. It was necessary in several 
cases to form the customers into lines outside 
the doors. Several big establishments an- 
nounced that they would not undertake to 
deliver goods tomorrow, their present orders 
being all they would handle. 
were obliged, therefore, to take their pur- 
chases with them. 


Special Trains Bring More Troops. 

The city is assuming a distinctly military 
aspect. Military patrols have not yet been 
established, but soldiers off duty throng the 
boulevards, suggesting the days of the Bou- 
langer excitement. Special traine continue 
to bring in reinforcements. These are quar- 
tered principally im the Champs de Mars, the 
government tobacco manufactories, and the 
old dungeon at Vincennes. 

The military governor of Paris has taken 
the suggestive action of requisitioning the 
extensive bufléings of the Tivoli Vauxhall 
for military uses. This building ordinarily

party.

Premier Sarrien Warns Strikers. 

Premier Sarrien in a speech delivered today 
gave warning to the disorderly element that 
the government purposed dealing firmly with 
any outbreaks on May 1. This is the first 
speech the premier has made in the course of 
the electoral campaign, and it dealt with all 
kinds of questions, but the principal interest 
attaches to that portion of it giving the gov- 
ernment’s attitude toward the menacing 
labor situation. 

“The first duty of a government worthy 
of the name,” said M. Sarrien, “ is to inaure 
order in the streets and freedom td work 
without interruption. We are resolved to 
apply the law without passion and without 
weakness to all disturbers of the peace, who- 
ever they may be, whatever names they as- 
sume, or whatever the end they seek. A 
country like France can prosper and develop 
commerce, increase wealth, and ameliorate 
the lot of the members of its social fabric 
only through order, peace, and work. Vio- 
lence can only benefit the forces of reaction 
and discredit the noblest cause.“ 


Lepine Scoffs at Alarm. 

The city officials, although making the most 
strenuous preparations for trouble, refuse to 
admit the possibility of grave disorder. Pre- 
fect of Police Lepine, one of the best men in 
the world in dealing with an emergency of 
this sort, declared today that he is certain he 
will be able to handle the demonstrators on 
May day with the city’s police force without 
calling for military assistance. 

Minister of the Interior Clemenceau is posi- 
tive that the military and police precautions 
taken will insure quiet. 

“The measures we have taken,“ he said 
today. will easily insure the maintenance of 
order throughout every séction of the city. 
Our reports satisfy us that the dey will pass 
without serious incidents.“

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BOLD FORGERY IS UNCOVERED 


Broker Forges $100,000 in Bends 
to Buy Beloit Gas Plant. 


A DARING ESCAPE.

Evades Pursuers by Leaping from Car 
Window and Flees to Honduras. 


MAKES 


Cincinnati, O., April 29.—[Special.]—The 
forgery of $100,000 worth of improvement 
bonds of Wood county, O., and the use of 
part of them in buying the Beloit (Wis.) gas 
works was brought to light today at the same 
time the mysterious disappearance of Arthur 
L. Rich, a prominent broker, becanie known 
to the general public. 

It is believed that Rich is now en route to 
Honduras, having eluded pursuit by jumping 
from the window of a sleeping car near ay- 
ton, while the train was in motion. 

Brokers who were associated with Rich 
in ‘several large business deals have taken up 
$65,000 worth of the spurious bonds that were 
pledged with the banks as collateral for loans 
and secured those institutions againef loss. 
Ii also is known that Rich personally placed 
$25,000 worth of bonds with other banks, but 
the names of institutions could not be ascer- 
tained today. 

Last February P. 8. Briggs & Co., C. H. 
Wooley, and A. L. Rich became engaged in 
@ deal to take over the gas, water, and electric 
plant of Beloit, Wis. While the brokers were 
in Beloit engaged in negotiations, Mrs. Rich 
arrived there with $65,000 of forged bonds 
that her husband used in financing his part 
of the deal. The een City bank of Cin- 
cinnati loaned Rich's associates $55,000, and 
a bank at Janesville, Wis., $10,000, taking Mr. 
Briggs’ note and the forged bonds as se- 
curity. 

Their spurious character was discovered 
by Mr. Briggs on Monday when he offered 
$2,000 worth at the Fifth National bank as 
collateral. President Hinech of the Fifth, 

vho had seen the genuine bonds, at once pro- 
rong, these omens by Briggs as worth- 
less. 
Promises to Straighten Matters. 

Next morning Briggs had Rich in his office 
and confronted him with the- evidence of 
forgery. Rich denied his guilt and an alter- 
cation followed. Briggs seized Rich by the 
throat and forced him to sign a statement 
releasing his associates of any culpability 
in connection with the handling of the spuri- 
ous paper. Rich did so and promised to 
straighten out the matter by taking up the 
forged bonds. 

Briggs and Attorney Charies Shaw kept 
a close watch on Rich Monday afternoon. 
In the evening they saw him go to the Union 
Central depot and purchase a ticket to Buf- 
falo. They boarded the train which the flee- 
ing broker had taken. 

When the train reached Springfield, O., 
they became anxious and feared their man 
had escaped. Shaw ordered the porter to un- 
lock the door, threatening to break it down if 
he did not do so. Reluctantly the negro com- 
plied. As the door ¢wung open Shaw sprang 
in. The stateroom was empty, the cool night 
air whistling through the open window. 

Rich Evades His Shadowers. 

It is believed Rich left the train at Day- 
ton, O., the first stop after leaving Cin- 
cinnati. Rich was back in this city before 
midnight. At 2 o’clock on Wednesday morn- 
ing he was seen boarding a train for Louis- 
ville, on his way to New Orleans and prob- 
ably Honduras. 

Mr. Briggs took up the forged bonds at 
Janesville, Wis., and in this city. Mrs. Rich 
has admitted to the associates of her hus- 
band that the bonds were forged, but it is 
not known how the forgeries were ac- 
complished. 

Former Owners Escape Loss. 

Beloit, Wis., April 29.—[Special.}—The pass- 
ing of $65,000 worth of fraudulent bonds was 
preliminary to a million dollar deal which in- 
cluded the absorption of all local public utili- 
ties by the Cincinnati group of capitalists. 

Last February Rich and other Cincinnati 
men closed a deal for the Beloit electric light 
plant, Bas works, and water plant, and pro- 
posed to put in a street railway also. E. G. 
Cowdery of St. Louis, William Bigelow of 
Milwaukee, and the other former owners of 
the properties were not victimized in any 
way, and the brokers who closed the deal for 
the Cincinnati men were the ultimate victims. 

It was reported at first that the entire prop- 
erty was purchased with fraudulent bonds,

BIG STONE FALLS AND TWO EN- 
TRANCES ARE CLOSED. 


Excavation for County Building 
Causes Twin Structure to Settle 
Three Inches, and Piece of Masonry 
Over Washington Street Doors 
Breaks, Tumbling to Ground—Exit 
on Western Side Alone Remains 
Open, Others to Be Protected. 


Asserting that the city hall was menaced 
by conditions resulting from the excavation 
for the county building, the city building de- 
partment yesterday excluded the public from 
parts of the structure. 

A stone weighing-fifty pounds fell from the 
erch above the Washington street entrance 
in the morning and several pedestrians nar- 
rowly missed being struck. Had the stone 
fallen during the busy hours of a week day it 
is almost certain that some one would have 
been killed, as streams of citizens constantly 
go in and out of that entrance. 

As a result, both the Washington street 
and the Randolph street entrances were 
ordered closed by Deputy Building Commis- 
sioner Andrew F. Hughes. The doors were 
barred ahd locked and heavy ropes were 
stretched around the entrance abutments at 
both, ends of the building. 

This leaves the La Salle street door the 
only means of entrance and exit in the city 
Hall, barring the basement windows. The 
building department today will recommend 
to the commissioner of public works that 
heavy wooden canopies be erected over each 
of the closed entrances as a further pre- 
cautionary measure, as it is believed that 
other stones may crack and fall at any time. 


Due to County Building Work. 

The stone which fell was a part of the 
keystone of the high entrance arch, and its 
inside surface indieates that it was cracked 
recently, probably only a few hours before 
it fell to the sidewalk. The.¢racking and 
falling are attributed to the excavating work 
for the new county building on the east. 
It is believed that the sinking of forty cais- 
sons for the foundations—an unusually large 
number—is the direct cause. 

Not only ie the building cracking, but it 
is sinking on its east foundations. It was 
discovered yesterday that it had sunk nearly 
half an inch during the night, and the record 
is three inches since the excavating work 
on the court house foundations began. 


Worst in Middie of Building. 


The worst effect of the sinking is seen in 
the office of James Connors, custodian of 
the city hall. His room is on the ground 
floor, with a window facing to the east. It 
is situated in the middle of the building, just 
the elevators. The floor now is convex 
shaped and appears to be rising in the center 
in exact ratio of the settlement. The wain- 
scoting also is twisted out of shape. 

In this office Jerry McIntyre, assistant 
chief janitor, deposited the stone which fell 
from the arch. Along with other relics 
placed there in the last few days, the office 
has taken on the aspect of a museum of an- 
tiquities. 

Two of the cell doors in the basement lockup 
have been out of commission since Saturday, 
and yesterday a third became so wedged in 
the cement floor that the combined efforts of 
several policemen failed to dislodge it. If 
prevailing conditions continue for some days 
the entire basement will have to be aban- 
doned, and prisoners will be detained at the 
Harrison street police station. 

The plaster has fallen from several of the 
rooms occupied by the police department 
along the east side of the structure. Doors 
have been thrown out of plumb and the rooms 
kept in general disorder. 


Attributes Fall to Sinking. 
Deputy Commissioner Hughes attributes 
the fall of the stone to the sinking of the 
structure as a result of the excavations. 

“ So. far as we can discover there has been 
no settlement on the La Salle street side,“ 
he said. ‘* This has caused a strong pressure 
in the center of the building, with the result 
that the projecting part of the keystone gave 
way. 

“This is a warning that we must take 
measures to prevent a possible catastrophe. 
I have made a thorough examination of the 
| building and I don’t believe there is danger 
of an immediate collapse. There is, however, 
danger of other stones cracking and falling. 
and for that reason canopies should be built 
over the closed entrances.”’ 

Herbert Wright, chief engineer of the city’ 
hall, said he believed the stone fell as a result 
of climatie conditions

10,000 HOMES ARE SHIFTED. 


Records Are Broken by the Exodus from 
City to the Suburbs—Labor Is in De- 
mand. 


The high tide in Chicago’s annual moving 
season. was reached yesterday and the record 
for the day eclipsed all former figures, ac- 
cording to statements made by transfer 
companies. It was estimated nearly 10,000 
families took advantage of Sunday to locate 
in new homes. 

All day long a procession of wagons load- 
ed with household goods traversed streets 
in all parts of the city. Vans were kept busy 
until past midnight. 

The unusual tendency was manifested of 
a migration toward the suburbs. This was 
seen in the removal of many families to the 
new towns on the northern and western out- 
skirts of the city. 

“The popularity of the suburbs,” said the 
president of a large moving company, “ is 
due to high rents in the city. The advance 
throughout the city is in the neighborhood 
of $5 a month. In the suburbs the attrac- 
tions of expansive lawns and garden pilots 
deem to have proved especially magnetic.” 
„Secretary Beebe of the Van Drivers’ union 
estimated that @0 per cent more families 
will move this season than last year. He 
asserted more tons of furniture were hauled 
yesterday than on any previous day in Chi- 
cago’s history. 

“The annual migration will affect about 
60,000 families this spring,” he said. “The 
call for drivers and movers has been unprece- 
dented, and it is only by working night and 
day at we are able to supply the demand.“ 
At the offices of several express companies 
it was stated moving rates are no higher 
than lest yeer. A van can be obtained for 
$2 an hour, and if extra precautions are to be 
taken the companies will charge a dollar 
more. The average cost to each family of 
moving was estimated to be about 615.

Gustave F. Sorrow, former vice president 
of the defunct Bank of America, who was 
indicted with other officials last Friday, was 
arrested last night in his rooms in the Mar- 
seille hotel, New York. He was with his 


‘wife and friends when the detectives called. 


Mrs. Sorrow was prostrated, Dut her husband 
remained cool and accompanied the police- 
men. He was locked up. 

Soon after his arrival at the police station 
Jokiohi Takaimini, a manufacturing chemist 
of Brooklyn called and offered to sign bonds 


for Sorrow's release. The offer was rejected, 


as the New York police had been informed 

that the prisoner was under indictment in 

Chicago and was a fugitive from justice. 
Arrest on Oollins’ Order. 

The telegram requesting the arrest of Sor- 
row came from Chief Collins, and was as fol- 
lows: 

Arrest G. F. Sorrow, who is under indictment 
for a conepiracy to commit an illegal act. 

When the Bank of America went to the 
wall and the first talk of prosecution of its 


officials was heard, Sorrow was understood 


to have told the state's attorney’s office that 
he would return without extradition if he 
were wanted here. After the indictment» 
were returned, the other officials promptly 
went into court and gave bond. Sorrow was 
not heard from, and the aid of the police was 
sought. 


Early Trial Is Expected. 

It is probable that the bankers will be given 
an early trial. F. E. Creelman, a director, 
has asked State’s Attorney Healy to have 
the date of the hearing set as soon as possi- 
ble. If possible the trial will be begun within 
a month. 

Besides Mr. Creelman and Mr. Sorrow, 
former Judge Abner Smith, who was presi- 
dent of the bank, and J. V. Pierce, cashier, 
are under indictment. 

John A. Cooke, former Circuit . clerk, 
has given no intimation of when he wishes 
to have his trial. He was indicted on Satur- 
day. 


WOMAN IN LINCOLN PARK 
DROWNS HERSELF INLAGOON. 


Policeman Recovers Body and Husband 
Makes Identification—Man Is. Dead 
in a Poison Mystery. 


Mrs. Anna Donnem meyer, aged 40, 81 Or- 
chard street, the mother of three small chil- 
dren, committed suicide yesterday morning 
in the Lincoln park lagoon. She was de- 
spondent over illness. Park Policeman May 
recovered the body half an hour afterward. 

The body was identified at 3 o’clock by Mr. 
Donnenmeyer, who had reported his wife’s 
disappearance to the police of the Sixty-ninth 
precinct. When the woman reached the park 
in the morning she attracted the attention 
of several policemen, 

John Butler, 24 years old, 24 Arlington 
place, died suddenly, apparently suffering 
from the effects of poison. No one was 
present when the young man took the poison, 
and Dr. Warren Hunter, coroner's physician, 
who held a post mortem examination, was 
unable to say whether the man had com- 
mitted suicide or taken the poison by mis- 
take. The body was taken to undertaking 
rooms at 428 West Twelfth street. So far 
as is known the man has no relatives in Chi- 
cago. An inquest will be held this morning. 

Fred Eckart, a baker, 708 Southport ave- 
nue, attempted suicide in the morning by 
turning on the gas in his bedroom, after in- 
flicting a two inch wound just below the ear. 
The odor of gas was detected by his wife, 
who ran to the room and found him in an 
unconscious condition on the floor. Failure 
to leave liquor alone after many futile at- 
tempts is the cause assigned by the police. 
He was removed to Alexian Brothers’ hos- 
pital by the Chicago avenue police ambu- 
lance. 

John Sepviol, 54 years old, 581 North Oak- 
ley avenue, attempted to commit suicide by 
jumping into the river at Diversey boulevard 
in the evening.

The Supreme court has held the original 


Tory ens act constitutional, according to the.

ome apprehension as to its validity had 
Meisen in the minds of friends of the Torrens 
/.ystem in Cook county, on account of the 
recent decision in the case of Harvey against 
Cook county, in which it was held that the 
amendment to the statute was not lawfully 
adopted use of certain defects in the 
manner of submitting the question to the 
people for their approval at the election, al- 
though it had a majority of more than 200,000 
votes. 

It is stated, however, that this decision in 
no way affects the validity of the act, nor of 
any of the cértificates issued under it,

1 hurried into the, room and assisted him 
to carry Mrs. Muen ter into the hail, where 
we worked over ber for some time, then 
aroused her from the stupor into which she 
had sunk from ‘the effgets of the ga. 


Thinks Pight Was Blown Out. 


“ Muenter was almost insane with fear that 
sh was dea/i and overcome with joy when 
she was brought out of the semi-conscious 
state. The, wind from the half open window 
probably ‘had blown the light out and the 
room wa; filled with gas. It was apparent 
that it das an accident. 

My present fear is that Muentef, being 
of a hfghly strung and nervous temperament, 
may have left his old harute because they 
reminded him of his dead wife. He also may 
hate worried because he permitted her to 

sve her own way and failed to secure a 

bysician for her. 

The report that he is wanted for murder 
probably might cause a man of his tempera- 
ment to end his life.“ 


Presence of Arsenic Discussed. 


The presence of arsenic in Mrs. Muenter's 
stomach was said to have been due, possibly, 
to the fact that she had had kidney trouble 
and that arsenic was in the medicine which 
she was taking.

Ithaca, N. T.. April 29.—[{Special.}]—The 
Rev. Algernon 8, Crapsey, whose trial on a 
charge of heresy was concluded yesterday 
at Batavia, delivered two sermons today in 
Sage chapel. President Schurman, ex-Presi- 
dent White, and other prominent Cornellians 
were in the congregation. 

In the morning he confined his remarks 
to the birth of Christ, maintaining. as here- 
tgfore, that he came into the world like any 
other infant, without divine attributes. He 
was developed and guided by an unknown, 
internal. epiritua) power until he attained 
perfection and became a real God. 

In the afternoon Dr. Crapsey took for his 
text The Resurrection of Christ.“ He re- 
asserted that there was no physical resurrec- 
tion, but one of spirit only. He said in part: 

“ Nine-tenths of the talk of resurrection 
is mere sounding brass and tinkling cymbals. 
There is no more sense in the talk of most 
men about the resurrection than there would 
be about my talking about the differential 
calculus. 

Fou must remember that in studying the 
resurrrection, the story of which is mere 
tradition and not history, we are not dealing 
with physical facts in a physical world; we 
are dealing with great mysteries of spirit, 
seeing Jesus not with the actual eye, but 
with the souls of his followers, Peter did 
gee Christ and talked with him. The spiritual 
world came in the real world. The soul of 
Peter projected Jesus.“ 

Dr. Crapsey explained that Peter had the 
psychological state of mind necessary at the 
time.

Not one scrap of paper with writing upon it 
was in the rooms at 1831 and Arch 
street, which she picked out for her last day 
upon earth. Every letter or 
had been burned. 

She gave her name as Mrs. tte 45 
years old, and sald she was from Detroit. 
The police say there are several reasons for 
believing she did come from one of the cities 
that border upon Canada or from the domin- 
ion itself. Every act shows that her sole pur- 
pose in coming here was to find a place where 
she believed she could seek death without 
the news reaching her friends or relatives. 

Her first act in Philadelphia, so far as 
known, was to purchase a new suit case, cov- 
ered with Scotch plaid, and a set of new 
underclothing, including a lace night robe, in 
which she was found dead, 
She evidently had made up her mind to use 
gas as a means of suicide, for when she ar- 
rived at the Arch street apartments, which 
are in charge of R. B. Snodgrass, she de- 
pe to take any of the rooms shown her in 
which Welsbach burners were attached to 
the gas jets. She said expense was no object 
and was shown the best rooms in 1331, but, as 
all had patent burners, she said she wished to 
see the other rooms. 


Selects Her Rooms Carefully. 


In 1888 she found a sitting room with a 
private bathroom attached. The bathroom 
has wooden walls and a single gas jet. After 
saying the room suited her she suddenly 
checked herself and began asking questions 
regarding the adjoining rooms. It was 
thought she wanted neighbors, but when it 
was explained one of the — — 
was unoccupied and a big closet ted 
another room from hers, she said: “ That's 
good; I will take the rooms.“ 
On Friday morning she arrived at the Arch 
street house and kept to herself most of the 
day, although she was out during the after- 
noon. On Friday night she slept at the house 
and on Saturday morning she went out and 
purchased a few yarde of rubber hose. This 
she attached to a gas jet in the bathroom. 
She then dragged a couch from the sitting 
room into the bathroom, and she wae found 
lying upom this with the tube from the gas 
jet beside her. Investigation shows she 
must have spent several hours making the 
bathroom practically airtight. She tore sev- 
eral newspapers into strips and used these 
to fill in all crevices. 
The keyhole and crevice under the door 
were made tight and in places in the wall 
it was apparent that she had used the back 
of a. comb to press the paper tightly into the 
cracks. 
It wae late Saturday night when a faint 
odor of gas became noticeable in the halis of 
the house. After long investigation it was 
‘traced to Mrs. Sutherland's rooms. The 
door was found locked and was broken in, 
as was also the door leading to the nee 
She was dead when found.

TIME RIPE FOR CHANGES. 


Modifications of the Rules of Evi- 
dence Are Suggested by 
Prof. Wigmore. 


@ 


That the law of evidence in Illinois is in 
many respects an antiquated code, falling 
far behind the modern law of other states, 
is the opinion of Prof. gmore, 
Gea estern University Law 
school. 


Prof. Wigmore states this view in the first 
number of the Illinois Law Review, a month- 
ly periodical issued today from the press of 
the schdol, in an article entitled Some Evi- 
dence Statutes That Illinois Ought to Have.” 

Ot the pure common law rules,“ he says, 
“probably more remain untouched in IIIi- 
nois today than in England. Faithfully has 
Illinois observed the counsel of Solomon, 
‘Remove not the ancient landmark which 
thy fathers have set.’ But not all change is 
dangerous; only a change untested by expe- 
rience. If experience has tested and ap- 
proved a change, then let us have it, by all 
means. 


Time Ripe for Change. 


“The time is ripe for presenting certain 
statutory changes in the fleld of evidence 
which have been adopted in other jurisdic- 
tions to our next legislature to consider. If 
these were enacted the law of evidence in 
Innols would have caught up with the mod- 
ern law of other states.“ 

Ten suggestions are made by Prof. Wig- 
more, eight of which are based on statutes 
passed by other states. The other two are 
more radical. In one the writer declares that 
ihe statute againet admitting an interested 
survivor to the stand is thoroughly unsound 
and should be repealed. 

In the other, Prof. Wigmore urges the re- 
placement of the statute prohibiting a wife 
or a husband from testifying either for or 
against the other. 

Some of it is conceded to be antiquated,” 
he says, some of it is not in accord with 
modern legislation, and the whole of it isa 
patchwork of thirty years’ growth, full of in- 
consistencies which make it unique in Amer- 
ican legislation. What fs néeded is a simple 
enactment, which, if possible, abolishes the 
marital disqualification and the marital 
privilege entirely.“ 


Summary of Recommendations. 


Briefly summarized, Prof. Wigmore’s other 
suggestions are as follows: 

4. A statute stating explicitly that a party 
may discredit his own witness by showing a 
prior self-contradiction, 

2. A statute rejecting the rule forbidding 
an adverse party to question a witness as to 
a previous statement of his for the purpose of 
impeaching him, without first showing him or 
reading to him the statement in writing. 

3. A legal pravision for taking depositions 
in criminal cases, There is none at present. 

4. A statute providing that no declaration 
of a deceased person shall be excluded as evi- 
dence on the ground of its being hearsay, if 
it appears to the satisfaction of the judge to 
have been made in good faith before the be- 
ginning of the suit. 


Would Admit Official Records. 


5. A statute admitting as evidence any offi- 
cial record or certified capy. This would 
remove much doubt and quibbling caused 
by searching for a special statute. 

6 A provision that in criminal and civil 
cases either party may apply to a judge for 
an order to the opponent to suffer the laspec- 
tion before trial of any property, ral or 
personal, whose tJature may be material on 
the trial.” The present statute authorizes 
only discovery of documenta. 

7. Removal of the provision which re- 
stricts the cross examining parity, to the sub- 
ject of the direct examination on penal’y of 
calling the witness as his own

In Michigan the 8 
tion amounted to over 3,000,000 gallons, and 
the capital invested $3,000,000. 

Representatives of the wood Indus- 
try claimed it was perteet moonshine” to 
say that free alcohol would supplant the 
material in use today for tight, heat, and mo- 
tive power, and that alcohol would cost less 
than gasoline by 7, 8, and 10 cents a gallon.

It is also contended that it will be impos- 
sible to so denaturize the alcohol as to make = 
t to 
removed and to sell it for drinking purposes. 
But in Europe denaturigation has been ac- 
complished with complete success, and there 
is no reason why it cannot be done in Amer- 
ica. 

Altogether, with so many influentiat inter- 
ests back of it, there does not seem to be 


much doubt that congress will authorize free 


industrial alcohol during the present ses- 
sion. But it may be pertinent to ask: Have 
the Standard Oil allies, in order to protect 
themselves against contingencies, gotten con- 
trol in any way of inventions for making de- 
naturtzed alcohol?
